TUB WHALE ffMHER 7. 

Tho article 'copiod into our columns 
from the San Francisco BuHutiii recent- 
ly ought to cause our people to think- — 
and act. It was shown that over a quar- 
ter of a million dollars were netted to San 
Francisco the last season from the whale 
fishery alone, and thai under exception- 
ally poor circumstances. Now there is 
no reason why this port should not share- 
to a large extent in this source of wealth. 
We have the vessels and apparatus and 
the capital to back them, and it seems a 
pity that wo should, of our own volition, 
let the golden opportunity go by. 
one who has lived for any length oi liiuo 
in San Francisco and has seen the great 
fishing wealth annually pouring in, the 
apathy in thia city, so highly favored in 
all respects, is quite unaccountable. That 
there is a tine field for those who are 
willing tu take time by the fore- 
lock goes without saying, and we 
ahull be surprised indeed if a 
number uf vessels do not leave the harbor 
next year for the Arctic. Indeed our ad- 
vices are to the effect that the matter is 
now receiving considerable attention in 
business circles, and we havo been in- 
formed that one tirm at letut intends tu 
make the venture. That it will be suc- 
cessful there is littlu doubt, and as little 
that the example set will be speedily fol- 
lowed by many others, There is no reason 
why wo should not have our fair share 
of this whale trade. It is a lucrative one, 
and has amaBsed fortunes for those who 
havo entered upon it in San Francisco. 
The failures have been few and have been 
due entirely to extraneous circumstances. 
We trust, then, to see Victoria sending 
out such a fleet next season as will com- 
port with her dignity of being the fourth 
maritime port of the Dominion. 

A REMARKABLE CAREER. 

Tlio li£« of .Capt. Nathaniel Atrrood, 
who has just died at ProTiuuotown at an 
advanced ago, affords one of the moat re- 
markable instances on record of what can 
be accomplished bv intelligent and per- 
severing eli'ort in the face of the most ad- 
verse and discouraging circumstances. He 
possessed a natural thirst alter know- 
ledge, but before reaching his teens was 
obliged to go to Wurk with his father. 
The total periud of his attendance at 
school was only three weeks His father 
was unable to read, but gave Ilia sou a 
few lessons in simple arithmetic, the fig- 
ures being traced on the smooth sand of 
ihe beach. At the age of thirteen the 
boy wsb shipped as cook on a fishing ves- 
sel bound on a voyage to Labrador. lie 
made similar voyages for a period 
of three years, and then shipped on 
a veasel bound to the Grand Banks. 
After making a number of voyages as a 
fisherman he worked hi3 way up to the 
position of master, and wub employed ful- 
some time in the fishing coasting trade. 
Finally he dropped coasting and pur=ued 
the calling of fisherman until he reached 
the ago of sixty years. Under these ctr- 
oumstancos, and commencing with his 
apprenticeship to the fishing business, 
Capt. Atwood, by sheer forco of native 
ability and desire for improvement, ac- 
quired an amount of learning and a 
knowledge of natural history, eepeoially in 
connection with the interna! and externa! 
structure of fith, their food and habits, 
which gave him a high reputation as an 
tcthyologiat in America and a recognized 
standing among scientific men in Europe. 
The elements which contributed to his 
success wore the possession of rare 
habits of observation, a retentive memory 
and a temper favorable t i study 
and investigation. The late Louis 
Agasa'z was so impressed with the 
value of Captain Atwood's contributions 
to scientific observation that in 1852 he 
paid him a visit at his homo, when an 
acquaintance was formed which ripened 
into a lifelong friendship. At Mr. Agas- 
siz'a suggestion Capt. Atwood was em- 
ployed to deliver a coursa of lectures on 
food fishes buforo the Lowell institute at 
Boston, which proved very popular, and 
drew orowded audiences oach night. 
Subsequently he lectured on the same 
subject in other town and cities. Ho was 
chosen a member of tho Boston socit 
natural history, of tho institute of techno- 
logy of Boston, and of other scientific 
aociotios and institutes. There are other 
instances in which t-ipial success has been 
attained under circumstances equally dis- 
couraging, but they are so rare as to make 
Capt. Atwood's life worthy of more than 
a passing note.

FRANCE. 
Pakih, Nov. "7. — I'l the French cham- 
ber the premier said France must not en- 
tirely abdicate her position :\» a great 
power. She must prevent tho dismember- 
ment of the Ottoman empire and must 
not admit that any power may take pas - 
sossion of Fgypt. (Repeated applause.) 
M. DeFreyoinet said the Suez canal ques- 
tion would soon bo settled in a satisfac- 
tory manner. Referring to the Colonial 
subject lie said, France mutt content 
herself with organizing her pres- 
ent colonial possessions. Tho gen- 
eral policy of the government comprised 
prudorico and firmness. L - M. DoChelin 
moved the rejection of the sum asked for 
to maintain an embassy at the Vatican. 
M. De Freycitiet opposed the motion, 
dwelling on the practical usefulness of the 
embassy. "France," he said, ''having a 
concordat with tho Vatican, by which she 
was charged with protecting the Catholic 
missions in tho east which wero render- 
ing important services to the country, 
could not afford to dispense with the em- 
bassy." The sum asked for was granted, 
the vote standing 291 against 278 The 
members of the extreme left hailed the 
narrowness of tho majority with applause. 
M. De La Forse moved to suppress thu 
credits fur extraordinary illusions en- 
trusted to tho members of the chamber. 
M. De B'reyoinet considered tho amend- 
ment partook of the nature of censure 
Tho amendment was rejected by a vote of 
313 to 185. After 17 votes had boen had 
on the amendment the foreign budget was 
passed without opposition. 

HUNGARY. 
Pbstii, Nov. 27, — The Hungariar dele- 
gation today vuted it credit for repeating 
rifles for the army without debate, and 
approved of tho army budget and credit 
for thu occupied provinces.

Robert llallentyno l-'mlay opened 
tho case for the defence.. Ho said it afford- 
ed an inexpressible relief to Lord Colin to 
have an opportunity to defend himself iu 
open court from the press and cruel impu- 
tations which havo boon put apoa him mid 
from tho charge of adultery which have been 
tramped up to his injury. The malady 
from* which tho defemlan 1 . was suffering 
was not of the nature stated, although tho 
result of youthful indiscretion. Lady 
Campbell's mother had been told tho nature 
of the defendant's ailment before tho mar- 
ring'-, hut i-'he, nevertheless, urged on tho 
union, saying that hor daughter was willing 
to act merely as nurse to her husband. Sho 
oven wrote to tho Diiko of Argyll to press 
upon b}n) the fulfilment of the engagement. 
The marriage was authorized by the family 
physician, who said it was desirable that 
the defendant should havo a marriage rela- 
tionship with the plaintiff. Ddring tho 
season of 1882, the Duko of Marlborough, 
who had boen corresponding with her, was 
afterwards seen in Lady Campbell's com- 
pany. They visited Leigh court itt the 
name time, and their bedrooms thera ad- 
joined. Doubtless, Mr. Fiulay cuntinucd, 
Lord Marlborough aud Lady Campbell 
I wore criminally intimate, if thoy had not 
been before. Alter this Lady Campbell went 
to Paris andon this journey sho was chaper- 
oned by Lady Miles. Thoy remained in Paris 
one month, thu Duke of Marlborough be- 
ing there also. When Lady Campbell re- 
turned from Paris she sent her maid to 
Switzerland, evidently, as before atatod, 
because her maid kncA- too much. That 
maid would be called by tho defence and 
testily. On tho 12ih of August Lady 
Campbell went to Puoifjeot mid remained 
there with the Duke of Marlborough un- 
til tho following Monday, (ion. Butlei- 
visited Lady Campbell during her hu»- 
band's absence, and used to remain with 
her no long as threo hours at a time, 
Once duting these inturviowo some one 
wanted to see Lady Campbell. Sho name 
out of hur room with liar hair disarranged 



and said "not at home" And returned to 
General Butler. In the meantime Lord 
Colin Campbell same homo unexpectedly, 
and while ho was mill in one of the rooms 
downstairs, General Butler slipped out 
on tiptoe without meeting her husband. 
That same 'uvouing Lady Campbell was 
taken ill. Lord Campbell remained in 
Leigh Court from August, 1882, to Feb- 
ruary, 18815, aud during that time Lady 
Campbell went to and from London and 
committed adultery with Dr. liird. Lord 
Campbell then knew nothing about his 
wife's bad cjnduot; but tdie had a guilty 
conscience. She got solicitor Lowia to 
write a letter charging Lord Campbell 
with giving her a loathsome diioase aud 
refusing to live with him aa his wife. 
Lord Campbell had heard of such a 
charge before, and of course refusod t > 
agree that thoy should not live as mail 
and wife. 

The government has decided to prose- 
cute tho Other nationalist leaders next 
week. The troops iu Ireland are to be 
reinfurcod by at least 4000 men. 

This is thu third and last day of tho 
Manchester November meeting. The 
race for the Manchester November handi- 
cap was won by Stowehead; Springfield, 
second; Chevalier Ginatrell RafTsel, third. 
There were ton starters. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Nov. 27. — The proulainatioti 
of the Marquis of Londonderry, lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, prohibiting the 
holding of the advertised national league 
meeting at Sligo, to-morrow, has boen 
posted throughout Sligo, and has pro- 
duced great oiciteiuent. 

ROUMAMA. 
BuontREST, Nov. '27. — The Roumanian 
chambers opened to-day. In his speech 
King Charles expressed himself as hopo- 
ful of a continuance of peace. I la also 
announced that Prince Ferdinand of Ho- 
hcnzellern had been definitely soluctod sb 
heir to the throne of Roumania, the king 
being childless. 

UNITED STATES. 

Kansas, City, Nov. 27. — Tho Mis- 
souri Pauifig passenger train due hora at 
7:'i0 this morning, collided with a froight 
train near Greenwood, 20 miles oast of 
this city. The engines were wrecked and 
tho freight engino was hurled upon the 
forward part of the mail car, crushina; il 
and killing Elijah Magolliu, tho postal 
chirk. K Ilibubo, another clerk, is iu a 
dying condition. The engineers and lire- 
men sived themselves by jumping. Nono 
of the passengers woro hurt. Tho acci- 
dent was earned by a blunder of the 
telegraph operator at Greenwood, who 
sent forward train number Q instead of 
number 121. 

Louisville, (Ky.), Nov. 26. — A report 
has reached VVilliamBville, Kentucky, that 
tho Poo family, thought tu have been des- 
troyed by tire in Knox county a month 
ago, were in reality murdered by a neigh- 
bor named Concubine. Tho mother, tivo 
children and two visiting yuung ladies, it 
will be remembered, wero found burned 
in the ashes of a destroyed, hut. Thu 
story of the murder is told as follows by 
tin illegitimate boh of Concubine, aged ten, 
whom his reputed father had threatened 
and made mad. Tliia boy says that the 
man cut from ear ro ear tlio throats of the 
eight persons while they slept and that 
his mother then dragged the bodies to the 
middle of the room and sut them on fire. 
They also tired the house, took some of 
tho bed clothing and other articles and 
departed, Gn tho boy's statement an 
arrest and investigation followed and the 
Poe artielcs were found iu the cellar of 
the suspected parties' house. They re- 
fused tu be interviewed and nro now in 
jail awaiting an examination.

The Indian Title. 

To thm Editor: — In a former letter the 
fact was mentioned that the judges both 
in England and Canada had decided that 
Indians had no legal title to land. Fur- 
ther, that whatever was given them by 
governments was givon not on account of 
title but for moral reasons, policy politics 
and peace sake. It was likewise stated 
that Sir James Douglas had not bought 
the Indian title but had made a treaty of 
amity and frieiujslnp with the Indiana 
about Victoria in the early day3 of its 
settlement, and had givon them blankets 
and other iktaa. For tho fact of tho In- 
diana not having any legal title to land, 
the decisions of tho judges are sufficient j 
warranty. 

A despatch of Sir James Douglas dated 
March 25th, 1801, and tho answer of tho 
Duko of Newcastle theret ij was published 
in The Colonist, and are triumphantly 1 
held up by sumo as a proof that the In- 
dians held a legal title to tho land, not- 
withstanding the legal decisions of tho 
judges given over und over again and 
entirely adverse to their position. 

If any one will road Sir James' despatch 
without prejudiced eyes and knowing the 
dociaions of the judgea, he will 
come to the conclusion that Sir 
James did not buy any Indian title, 
to land, but made aa haa boen contended 
troatiea of amity with tho Indiana. He 
says (i. e. not Sir Jamos); "Aa the native 
Indian population of Vancouver island 
have distinct ideas of properly in land 
and possessory rights, they would noi fail 
to regard tho occupation thereof, unlo38 
with the full consont of the proprietary 
tribes as national wrongs, and the sense 
of injury might produco a fueling of irri- 
tation against the settlers ond endanger 
tho peace of the country. Knowing their 
feelings on that subject, I made it a prac- 
to puicbuse the native rights in the laud 
(i. o. what tho natives supposed their 
rights). Sir James goes on to write: The 
settled districts (Victoria for instance) 
have been bought from tho Indians at a 
cost not exceeding £2. 10s, per head for 
each family. 

• Now observe: Sir James does not sfafe 
that the Indians hare a title to the land, 
but that the native Indians have distinct 
ideas of property in land, that is to say 
Indian ideas, not legal ones, and .so /o pi t- 
vent tiny feeling of irritation against the 
settlcr.i 1 mado it a practice to purchase 
tho native rights in tho land. Can anything 
be more plain than that in this way Sir 
James made troatiosof amity and friend- | 
ship and paid for them as a matter of 
policy I 

It matters not how the paper* wore j 
made out; tho Indiana not having any 
lojjal right in the land could not give any j 
conveyance of land. What they could give | 
goodness only knows; but nothing moro ! 
than some mysterious, undefmod, per- 
haps non-existing rights for somclhing or 
Other, worth JJ2 10a. per head— evidently 
in this case peace and friendship— some- 
thing to prevent a feeling of irritation j 
against tho Bottlers and endanger the 
peace of the country, the Indians prob- 
ably supposing their distinct ideas of pro- 
perty bad boon bought. 

Now what nro tho rights of Indians ? 
A conundrum I The fact ia, "Indian title." 
to land is n uilationior. Thoro is legally 
no tuoh thing. Yet people by using tbi 
term and Beeiug it used, Si-aciuuntlv have 
coino, moro or less, to believe in its ex- 
istence !—iy, the same manner that people 
begin lo believe a fiction ufter having 
ueftrd. it often ropoated— hence tho dis- 
pute— a heap of. trouble not yot ended .

Religious Notes. 

When Sam Jones and Sam Small 
get through with Canada, they aro go- 
ing to labor in Boston, under tho au- 
spices of the Methodists. The Baptists 
and Congregational ists were asked to 
co operate, but have kindly and firmly 
refused. 

For good or for evil, says the Christ- 
ian at Work, the Congregationalists 
aro gradually yielding to tho influence 
of wealth and departing from the sim- 
plicity of their fathers. The meeting 
house is everywhere giving place to the 
gaudy and gorgeous temple. One of the 
latest manifestations of the spirit of 
this new departure iB a Congregational 
cathedral at West Croydon, a suburb 
of London, ft has just been opened, 
and is said to be one of tho finest speci- 
mens of recent ecclesiastical architec- 
ture. It boasts of an organ of 2,142 
pipes, blown by two hydraulic engines; 
an exquisitely painted west window, a 
pulpit of marble ana onyx and a clock 
tower with chimes. 

Prom the minutes of Conference just 
issued one is able at a glance to get at 
the strength of British Methodism at 
homo and abroad. Great Britain — 
Members, 412,38-1; on trial, 28,531; 
ministers, 1,007; on trial, 61. Ireland 
— Members, 24,644j on trial, 725; min- 
isters, 173, on trial, 21; supernumer- 
aries, P2. Foreign missions — Members, 
39,92-1; on trial, 4,274; ministers, 221; 
on trial, 113; supernumeraries, 7. Af- 
rican Conference — Members, 23,547; 
on trial, 8,611; ministers, 1 19; on trial, 
51. West India Conference — Members, 
43,31 7; on trial, 1,807; ministers, 07; 
on probation, 18. Totals — Members, 
536,408, on trial, 44,021; ministers, 
2,215; on trial, 285. This does not in- 
clude Australia, and, of course, it does 
not protend to cover the American 
field. • . 

The Christian at Work says a fa- 
mous clergyman who used to preach in 
Brooklyn, is remembered for having 
begun an invocation in this way: — "O 
Thou Almighty God, who art the ul- 
tima thule of our expectations, the 
no plus ultra of our desires and the 
sine qua lion of our aspirations;" while 
on anctheroccasion he exclaimed ferver- 
ently: "Paradoxical as it may seem to 
Thee, O Lord." 

The most interesting feature of the 
Attiabasca mission is said to be the in- 
dustrial training school, at Gnchaga, 
near Vermilion, Peace river, known as 
the Irene school. The Bishop of Mc- 
kenzie River is assisted by an archdea- 
con, six missionaries and somo native 
catechists, and tho buildings in uso are 
four churches and seven misson houses. 
The Tukuth converts are described as 
intelligent, affectionate, docile and in- 
dustrious. The Esquimaux, though still 
wild, are not indisposed to receive in- 
struction. 

His Lordship Mgr. Moreau, of St. 
Hyaciuthe, crossed the Atlantic at the 
same time as Sir Charles Tupper, who 
showed great deference to the bishop. 
He accompanied the prelate to the Col- 
onial Exhibitions and showed it to tho 
visitor in every part. Mgr. Moreau, in 
a letter received lately at the bishop's 
palace at St. Hyacinthe, professes him 
self charmed with the High Commis- 
sioner's courtesy towards him. 

The Rov. Dr. Ryerson has left an 
enduring monument, to his name in the 
Ontario school system, of which he was 
for over a third of a century the head 
and inspiring genius. It is now pro- 
posed, however, to ereel a statue to his 
memory either on the grounds of the 
Education Department or the Queen's 
park, Toronto. The committee in charge 
of tho fund has now in hand §4,425, 
but as over ,?7,000 will be required, an 
appeal has been made for furiber con- 
tributions. Dr. Ryersou's is an honor- 
ed name in Canadian history, and 
thers should be the least difficulty in 
raising the required amount. 

There is a' movement on foot in 
Hamilton, says the Toronto World, to 
nominate Rev. Dr. Burns, president of 
the Wesluisiu Ladies' College, for par- 
liament in the Liberal interest. Cleri- 
cal legislators are novejties in Canada, 
but are of occasional occurrence in the 
United States. The most recent in- 
stance of the kind that we recall was 
that of .the Rev. Dr. Ryerson, of 
Brant, with whem D'Arcy McGee had 
a famous tilt once upon a time. Dr. 
Burns' personal views as to his nomina- 
tion tiava not been made public, but be 
is thought not adverse to the honor. 
Presumably the idea h. that he would 
carry a big combined Methodist and 
Irish Catholic vote. 

I t is expected thut Cardinal Tasch- 
eiean will leave for Rome; early in De- 
cember to receive tho red hat from the 
hands of the Pontiff himself in th«) 
consistory to be held there next month/

there are 000,000 teachers and 5,200,-

[b appears from the annual report of 
the committee of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in Ireland 
on statistics, that there are 550 congre- 
gations on tho roll, consisting of 7*V 
855 families, of wlnui 102,028 are 
communicants. 

Thursday was the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the installation of Rev. Dr. R 
S. Storra as pastor of the Church of th(j 
Pilgrims (Congregational) Brooklyn, 
and tho tall and stately, albeit, bumble 
and digiulied, divino was Overwhelmed 
with congratulations by mail and l.ulo- 
pbone and in person, 

Christianity is beginning to take 
hold of India. By the recent census it 
is found that ''the native Christians 
are increasing there fifteen times as 
fast aa tho population." This is account- 
ed for by the continually increasing 
number of conversions, the higher 
birth rate among the Christian popula- 
tion than among tho heathen, and tibe 
lower death-rate.
